Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants continue to argue the "universally 
unique identifier" limitation of the claimed invention. Applicants argue that UPCs are not unique in that one UPC is given for all products 
of the same type, which would not be beneficial for the instant invention. In response, since Applicants use the code for identifying 
different types of sample, it would be logical that no two samples would be identical and thus, no two codes would be alike. Applicants' 
arguments are not persuasive and the rejections given in the previous office action are maintained. 
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
